HOW SHAKESPEARE 
WROTE. 


“How did Shakespeare Write?” was the 
subject of a lecture delivered by Mr. Cecil 
Darley at a meeting of the Dublin Writers’ 
Club at 5 Leinster street, Dublin, last night. 
“Tf Shakespeare was by birth and 
imspiration a poet, he was by profession a 
theatre man,” said Mr. Darley in the course 
of his lecture. His life was one spent 
amongst a group of players who made the 
theatre their profession. It followed, there- 
fore, that his plays could never be fully 
understood hy miere student Critics, One of 
the most remarkable statements we have 
about Shakespeare is the saying that he 
scarcely blotted a lite. One might believe 
this of much dialogue in some of his 
comedies in which the humour of the situa- 
tion was possibly his main concern: but how 
were we to account for the great passaces 
in the tragedies, asked Mr. Darley. The 
reat problem in this respect was Othello’s 
ast speech, and Macbeth’s speech on hearing 
of the death of his wife.

Starkie at the onset of his lecture on — 
folklore and music, quoting Philip V., in 
ao HP é a comparison between the music 
and legend of Spain and Ireland. 

Having given his audience a brief and 
graphic sketch of the rise and fall of the 

pamsh Empire, Dr. Starkie traced the 

Arabic influences which entered Spain with 
the Moorish conquest. He cited the often

| Oriental outlook, 

“In the West,” Dr. Starkie said, “we 
regard womenkind as the centre of social life, 
and consequently regard the libertine with 
disgust. n Don duan, viewed from the 
angle of Spanish drama, we are presented 
with the Kastern philosophy wherein man 
is the centre of society, and women are 
merely as puppets.’ 

Tarning to Spanish music, the lecturer 
said that herein the music lover finds in a 
high preservation the simple songs of the 
people, .Music had long been regarded as a 
mathematical science rather than an art. It 
had fallen. into,the hands oí the highbrows.

The Electric Revo'ution. 


The story of the changes brought about 
by the latest uses of electricity is like that 
of a transformation scene in a pantomime. 
Through the development of the National 
rid scheme large areas in the North of 
England and in Scotland are enabled now 
to employ it—more particularly in the 
farming districts. In many farms light- 
ing and heating are turned on witn a 
switch. There is constant hot water, and 
the farmyard, with its electric Jamps, is 
as bright in the early hours of the morning 
as under the midday sun. Scalding, clean. 
ing, sterilising, churning are all done by 
electricity, in addition to every operation 
of butter and cheese-making. Further in- 
stances ars its use for milking and cooling 
the milk, for hatching eggs and warming 
the chicks, for clipping horses, for drying 
hay, for chaff-cutting, threshing, corn- 
grinding, sawing wood and for pumping 
water. In fact, almost every detail of 
daily farming life has been revolutionised 
by the introduction of electric power.

Ghe ‘ACechanical Secretaru. 


The profusion of books produced by 
some popular novelists is occasionally a 
subject of comment and conjecture. It 
would be enlichtening to know how far 
mechanical aids—I do not mean the 
common typewriter, but such engines as 
the dictaphone—are brought into use by 
the writers of “ best sellers.”’ Is the term

One of the first authors to foresee the 
advantages and possibilities of “ talking 
machines,’’ at the i.me when they had juet 
nassed the experimental stage, was G. A. 
Henty, the war correspondent and boys’ 
story writer. Whilst making prenarations 
for a trin to the Mediterranean, Henty con- 
ceived the idea of taking one of the new 
phonographs with him. With that inten- 
tion in mind, he hired a machine—they 
were costly at that time—dictated into it 
a five-thousand word tale. and then. 
delighted at the ease with which he had 
done his work, went off for a walk, leaving 
to ‘his secretary the task of writing down 
the phonograph’s dictation. On his return, 
clas! he fownd the secretary in despair. 
Not a word could the machine repeat. 
Something had gone wrong with the record- 
ing mechanism, and the story was lost for 
the time being. That was. I believe, 
Henty’s only attempt at mechanical pro- 
duction. 


“ Drisheens.” 


How is it (writes a correspondent) that 
the Cork speciality, ‘‘ drisheen,’’ has not 
obtained favour outside Cork? Somewhat 
resembling black pudding in appearance, 
it is neither so highly flavoured, nor at all 
so rich and heavy. It is made of pure 
sheeps’ blood, solidified in well-cleaned 
skins, and flavoured only with tansy—d 
fragrant herb with fern-like leaves and 
yellow-centred daisy-like blossoms. 

A “ drisheen “ is the first solid nourish- 
ment ordered by Cork doctors to their 
convalescing patients. Of delicate flavour 
—though of late years one often finds the 
aromatic tansy rather deficient, for some 
reason—it is hizhly nutritious. and very 
easily and quickly cooked. Boiled for ten 
minutes in a little water with a pinch of 
salt, the contents of the skins are eaten 
with butter, pepper and salt. Some serve 
them with white sauce, and most people 


find them delicious.

OUT WORN HORSES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srn,— The account of the last meeting of the 
South County Dublin Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, published in your 
issue of the 17th inst., re-echoes the anxiety 
of a considerable section of the public as to the 
fate of old horses exported from Dublin to the 
Continent. A little over a month ago your 
est emed paper, moved by generous and highly 
comm le feelings of hurnanity towards our 
good friend the horse, daily published letters 
depicting the treatment of old Irish horses on 
the Continent m colours exemplified ir. “sg 
following quotation from your editorial of the 
23th . November :—** No doubt, the shipping 
companies treat the old horses well, but misery 
awaits them on foreign soil. Many of them 
are forced to walk long distances, without 
food or water, to shambles where they are 
butchered in cold blood." 

The only destination of old horses exported 
from Ireland, to my knowledge, is Belgium, so 
that Belgium is unmistakably the country 
charged with the easa a Maise masa ta 
May I, through your hospitable columns, sub- 
a á few Edliarilic ms to those of your 
readers who have not yet, in the absence of 
circumstantial or other evidence, formed an 
opinion as to the accuracy of these state- 
ments ? 

I should like to point out that Belgiam, in 
the matter of prevention of cruelty to animals 
in general, not only is far from lagging behind 
the most highly civilised countries, but, on 
thescontrary, affords protection to animals by 
a collection of laws so superior that they are 
often held up as an -xample in Great Britain. 
A Royal Decree, based on an Act of Parlia- 
ment for the protection of animals and dated 
the 28th June, 1929, prohibits the slaughtering 
of animals by any method not immediately 

receded by stunning as far as cattle and 
semen are concerned. The same Decree makes 
it compulsory to use for this purpose 
mechanical apparatas causing instantaneous 
insensibility by piercing the skull either with 
a bullet or a mandril of a specified length. 
The use of the sledge-hammer or cleaver is 
authorised only in the hands of proved 
experts, individually empowered in rege by 
the proper authorities. much for the killing 
of horses or cattle. 

As to the treatment of animals on their way 
to the slaughter-house, the same Decree makes 
it compulsory for horses or cattle to be fed 
and watered at least once a day, and prohibits 
the striking of animals with any kind of 
instrument that might wound, or on any 
sensitive part of the body, such as the belly 
or legs. It further provides in detail for the 
entraming and conveyance, as also for the 
feeding and watering, of animals in transit. 
Another al Decree, dated the 14th 
January, 1921, deals specially with the treat- 
ment of horses for slaughter and prohibits the 
walking of such horses over any distance ex- 
ceeding nine statute miles from the place of 
import. It also places the horses under the 
control of the State Veterinary Service at the 
place of disembarkation and under the control 
of the police during transit from the place of 
detraining to the slaughter-house. 

These are only a few of the features of the 
Belgian regulations of interest in the circum- 
stances. They entitle one to doubt the rea! 
value of the apprehensions expressed by your 
correspondents as to the treatment of old 
horses in Belgium. The question whether old 
horses, after having served us faithfully, 
should be killed raises another issue, which is 
really one of economics. Should we in Ireland 
avail ourselves of the handsome source of 
profit afforded by the trade in old horses or 
should we turn our back on it with indigna- 
tion ’—Yours, etc.,

At November 30, 1926, the balance-sheet 
showed that the capital had n entirely 
pg out, while the balance-sheét of June 8, 
1929, showed the company as being hope 
lessly insolvent. As the position became 
steadily worse the bank overdraft. of the 
Caledon Company increased, and the Ulster 
Bank asked for a guarantee from John Fulton 
and Co., Lid., and three rantees were 
given—one for £30,000 on February 3, 1925; 
one for £35,000 on March 31, 1927, and one 
for £45,000 on September 29, 1998. 


THE GUARANTEE. 


When the first guarantee was given the 
Caledon Company was solvent, but at the 
date of the second guarantee the Caledon 
Company were insolvent to the extent of 
£1,900, excluding the capital account. This 
action of the Fulton directors prejudiced. the 
interests of their Preference shareholders, the 
amount of the guarantee being much larger 
than the amount of their surplus, which was 
£21,533 at December 31, 1926. 

From January 7, 1926, to February 15, 
1929, the Fulton Company accepted numbers 
of accommodation bills on behalf of the 
Caledon Company, and, in addition to these 
bills, the Fulton Company gave the Caledon 
Company a loan of £5,000 on October 7. 1927. 

At the date of the third guarantee for 
£45,000 ‘September 29, 1928) the Caledon 
Company had a deficiency of £12,225, and the 
Fulton Company a surplus of £16,974. The 
amount of accommodation given by the 
Fulton Company to the Caledon Company 
was £55,000. Erom about the latter half of 
1928 onwards the Fulton Company guaranteed 
by endorsement certain bills issued by the 
Caledon Company, it being impossible to 
state the total amount of the liability, but 
at the date of the liquidation of the two 
companies the value of bills so endorsed and 
not mentioned was £4,349. 

The directors of the Fulton Company ap- 

eared to have continued to look upon the 

aledon Company as a branch of their own 

company and not as a separate entity, and 
financed it with complete disregard to the 
interests of their own Preference shareholders, 
depositors and creditors.

Constable McLaughlin said that on October

with a revolver. On October 18 a beady of 
men approached in military formation, Wit 
ness opened fire first, and he was fired on in 
return. He was then attacked from behind 
and to the left. 


TIED UP. 


He and his companion were tied, up, with 
their hands behind their backs, and marched 
up the road and faced to the ditch, by masked 
men. There were about thirty men. He 
heard the rest of the men shouting: “* Heave 
and pull,” but he could not see what was 
being done. After some time the party re 
turned. A man was im command. A motor 
car came down, and the man in command 
said: “ Motor cai, stand to rifie- 
men.” The same voice said if they 
would move for ten or fifteen minutes 
they would be riddled. Witness loosed the 
other constable who then loosed him. Wit- 
ness and the other constable got their 
bicycles and rushed to the barracks in Lough- 
gall and reported the matter. The hall was a 
mass of stones and burned timber. 


“A TERRIBLE THING,”

It is a sound claim, and, in a country 
where all the electors were rational and 
educated persons, the public response 
would be assured. The Government stands 
upon a policy which, within a decade, has 
produced order from anarchy, has estab- 
lished the nation’s credit on a firm basis, 
has promoted industry and agriculture, 
has given equal justice and equal oppor- 
tunity to citizens of all classes and creeds, 
and has added to the British Empire a 
Dominion of which the Empire may be 
proud. High purpose and hard work have 
gone to the making of this success. They 
have been so manifest that they have 
reconciled minorities to some of the 
inevitable disabilities of that position. 
The foundations of the Free State have 
been well and truly laid. Indeed, almost 
before the cement was dry, they have 
resisted shocks which, even now, are work- 
‘ing financial and economic havoc in many 
other parts of the world. 

Professor O'Sullivan and Mr. Cosgrave, 
in condemning the policy of Fianna Fail, 
did not misrepresent it. That policy pro- 
poses to restore the anarchy of eight years 
ago, to ruin the country's credit by a 
rejection of international obligations, and 
to provoke a new war with an imperial 
partner who is also the Free State’s best 
custome:. Unfortunately, Fianna Fail’s 
hopes of a considerable measure of sup- 
port for this crazy programme are rot so 
ridiculous as they ought to be. In the first 
place, Mr. Cosgrave’s Government has 
been in office for eight years, and length 
of tenure always has the disadvantage 
that its mistakes, rather than its achieve- 
ments, accumulate in the public memory. 
In the next place, there is some quality 
of the Irish nature which tends to make 
the man in possession unpopular. Com- 
menting in one of his novels on this aspect 
of Irish psychology, Canon Hannay 
observes shrewdly that the national card 
game is “ spoil five.”” Furthermore, as 
good government has brought peace and a 
measure of economic prosperity, it has 
imposed a certain monotony on public 
affairs. The country still abounds in a 
restless youth, which finds present con- 
ditions too quiet, and longs for the fondly 
remembered excursions and alarms of ten 
years ago. Then there are the normal 
discontents which distressed farmers anj 
unemployed persons always have vented 
against the Government of the day. At 


ia general election all these forces may 


join hands. 
A country that should summon Mr. de 
Valera to the seat of power from his— 


reveries so airy, from the task 

Of dropping buckets into empty wells, 
And growing old in drawing nothing up— 
would deserve all the troubles that it 
wouli get; but such calamity is not 
impossible. Two dangers exist, and the 
greater of these is apathy. At some recent 
elections the Government has had smal] 
majorities because respectable citizens 
have forgotten that their personal fortunes 
were involved, and have refused, through 
laziness or indifference, to go to the polls. 
The other danger lies in the selfishness or 
narrow-mindedness which magnifies a 
personal grievance, or a dislike of some 
detail of official policy, into a cave for 
unwillingness to support the Government. 
It is not too soon to say that such slight 
and mistaken motives must have no weight 
at the next general election. When itcomes, 
that election will be a clear trial of 
strength between the forces of construction 
and of destruction, and he who is not with 
the forces of construction will be against 
them. Every citizen of the Free State who 
has anything to lose through the loss of 
national credit must rally to Mr. 
Cosgrave’s standard. Within recent weeks 
the ex-Unionist minority hs received a 
new incentive to this duty. I: seems that, 
by its bold stand for fair play in County 
Mayo, the Government has made some 
enemies not only there, but in other 
counties. Educated and liberal citizens 
throughout the land must ensure that in 
its championship of minority rights the 
Government has acquired an electoral 
asset rather than an electoral loss. 


Mr. McKenna’s Speech. 


Mr. Reginald McKenna, speaking

Treasure Trove. 


The Museum at Naples harboars a rich 
store of classical antiquities, but the 
recent discoveries at Pompeii provide it 
with it. greatest treasures. Of the 
splendid objects recovered from “ the 
house of Menander,’”’ 115 pieces are now 
on view. The majority are in perfect 
condition, having lain securely packed in 
r box beneath the lava for nineteen 
centuries. Who thus packed them is a 
matter of guesswork, says the Special 
Correspondent of The Times. It is un- 
likely that their owner, amid. the 
universal panic that seized Pompeii when 
the mountain burst, preferred the safety 
of his valuables to his life. Perhaps, the 
household of Menander—if his name was 
Menander at all—was absent at the time 
of the eruption, so that his plate had been 
stored away. Perhaps, again, the house 
was undergoing repairs, and all valuables 
had been removed in order to take away 
temptation from the workmen. Probably 
we never shall know; yet such conjectures 
bring the life of those days very near to 
us. At all events, many of the exhibits 
reveal marvellous workmanship and 
exquisite taste. One would have expected 
such evidences of refinement at Hercu- 
laneum, a favourite resort of wealthy 
Romans, rather than at Pompeii, which 
was consecrated to the tripper. Yet there 
are many recent indications that between 
63 A.D. and the deadly eruption of 79 
Pompeii gained in caste, and that one 
quarter of the town became highly popular 
:3 a residence for rich merchants. It may 
be that further excavation will cast light 
on old secrets. Perhaps, too, it will 
reveal treasures more precious than gold 
i and jewels. The chance, alas! is small; 
for gold will survive where papyrus must 
perish. : 


Putney to Mortlake. 


Every year since 1864 the University 
Boat Race, interrupted only by the War, 
has been rowed from Putney Stone to a 
point just above Mortlake Brewery, and 
this course now has come to be regarded as 
sacrosanct to the annual event. It is true, 
of course, that the first boat race, in 
1829, took place at Henley; while its 
immediate successors were fought out 
between Westminster and Putney. Before 
tradition became established—the last 
occasion was in 18635—the crews were 
sufficiently misguided to row in the reverse 
direction, upon the ebb instead of on the 
flow, but in those early days the boat 
race had not become a national institution. 
During two generations houses that face 
the historic stretch of water have accrued 
in value on account of the thrilling view 
that may be had from their windows for 
some five minutes in every year. Who thinks 
of Runnymede when he can see the bend 
at Barnes? Thus consternation reigned 
when it was thought for a moment that 
the winning post this year might have to 
be brought back some hundred yards 
owing to the presence of construction 
work: Anxious debates were held between 
the officers of the two University Boat Clubs 
to see if the threatened crisis might be 
avoided. Fears had been expressed that 
the crews, in an exhausted condition at the 
end of the race, might foul the new piles 
and might be wrecked. Finally, however, 
Mr. T. A. Brocklebank, the Cambridge 
president, after consultation with the 
Oxonians, decided that no change need be 
made, and that any risks that might exist 
must be run.

A FAR-REACHING AMENDMENT.

The resumed discussion on the Education 
(School Attendance) Bill attracted a very 
large attendance, in view of the failu “e of 
the Government to arrive at a settlement 
on the question of grants to be made to 
the non-provided schools. 

Mr. Scurr, Labour member for Stepney, 
moved on report an amendment to 
Clause 3 to provide that the bill should 
not come into operation until an Act had 
been passed authorising expenditure out 
of public funds to meet the cost incurred 
by non-provided schools in satisfying the 
requirements of the bill, and that in no 
event should it come into operation earlier 
than ist September, 1932. A similar 
amendment was on the paper in the names 
of Mr. Ramsbotham, Lord Eustace Percy 
and three other Conservative members, 

Mr. Scurr expressed regret at having to 
propose an important amendment to one 
of the big measures of his own Government, 
but he did so on behalf of forty-one other 
members of the Labour Party. It was not his 
intention to seek to wreck the bill, but this 
legislation was going to.throw a tremendous 
financial burden upon local education 
authorities, and justice demanded that the 
non-provided pa on should receive the 
same measure cf.assistance as was bein 
given to the provided schools. It 
been argued that further grants of public 
money would raise the whole question of 
the extension of public control, but public 
control was a mere catch phrase capable of 
many interpretations. It boiled down: to 
the precise method of appointing teachers. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC POSITION. . 


The position of the Catholic was per- 
fectly plain and ‘above-board. Roman 
Catholics desired to have in their schools 
Roman Catholic teachers. The Catholics

One 
after another of the delegates scouted the 
idea of defeat, and told the meeting that 
so long as the Government maintained 
its present policy there was no party in 
the country which could displace it, . 


NO NEW PLANS. 


Mr. Cosgrave’s review of the situation 
did not disclose any new plans for the 
future. What he had in view mainly was 
to : “press his hearers with the fact that, 
in spite of world depression, the Free 
State had so far weathered the storm suc- 
cessfully. Later on they might feel the

effects more acutely, and, if they did, the 
country ‘would be prépared “for it. They 
had a sound financial structure, ‘built on 
no shifting foundation. It had taken 
years to build it up, and, if the worst 
came, it would take years to destroy it. 
The President was in no mood for heroics, 
and was not downhearted. 


THE PRIVATE SESSION. 


These periodical meetings of the 
organisation, which is the governing body 
of the Cumann na nGaedheal Party, are 
usually made the occasion for a review 
of the work which the party is doing, both 
in the Dail and outside.. Such review 
is naturally carried on in private, since 
publicity would interfere with the flow ot 
criticism of domestic matters, which 1s 
desirable. I understand that the private 
deba+ 3 were altogether harmonious, and 
that both past and intended legislation 
came in for general approval. 

Among the topics referred to were the 
revival of industries in the Gaeltacht, and 
the housing scheme there, for which a 
quarter of a million pounds have been 
made available; the revival of the kelp 
industry, and the establishment, as 4 
sequel, of an important iodine factory at 
Galway.

A new Housing L.1l will le introduced 
by the Minister for Local Government i” 
the next session of the Dail. In this 
measure the relation of building costs and 
rents will be critically examined, and, iz 
view of the provision of a certain type ot 
house, it will have to be considered 
whether building grants to private persons 
can be continued. Another Local Govern- 
ment department reform is indicated in 
the probable segregation of other than 
aged persons in county homes in more 
suitable institutions. 

New bills to be introduced before the 
summer are the Traffic Bill, Town- 
Planning Bill, and Redistribution of Dail 
Seats Bill. Reorganisation of the County 
Council system is promised. A feature of 
this measure will be an _ extension of 
county managers’ powers with a view to 
more effective supervision of matters dealt 
with by the Boards of Health. 

The Mayo librarian appointment was 
discussed for some time, and ultimately a 
resolution was pas approving of the 
Appointments Commission and declaring 
that the .appointment of librarian was 
made according to the law.

“CATALOGUE OF 
* VIOLENCE.” 


Dr. Curtius (according to a Reuter 
message from Geneva) read a typewritten 
document of thirty-one pages detailing the 
complaints, and. said that, if the League 
Council did not succeed in preventing the 
repetition of these incidents and taking 
sanctions for what had happened, its 
authority would be seriously undermined. 

He quoted items from what he described 
as “ the sad catalogue of violence,’’. and 
declared that “ a whole village of Germans 
fell victims to ferocity,’’ adding: “ A wave 
of Polish terrorism fell upon the German 
population throughout Polish Upper 
Silesia.’’ 

Dealing particularly with the period of 
the Polish elections, Dr. Curtius said that 
in many areas the right‘of secret ballot was 
violated. 

Germany, he said, had no intention of 
a from the treaties that sought a 
solution by pacific means. The League 
Council would have to consider whether 
the compensation offered by the Polish 
authoritiés was sufficient. He asked, in 
any case, for compensation guarantees. 


POLISH ASSURANCES. 


M. Zaleski, in reply, said that the causes 
of the troubles in Upper Silesia were 
psychological. After a period of calm the 
relations between the Germans and Poles 
became strained, and this led up to the 
disturbances they were now discussing. 
The only remedy was to create a better 
atmosphere between the two nations. He 
assured the Council that the Polish 
Government would use all its means to 
keep peace in Upper Silesia. 

On the resumption of the meeting in the 
afternoon, Dr. Curtius, who. had spent the 
two hours’ lunch interval in digesting M. 
Zaleski’s statement, declared that M. 
Zaleski had passed over in silence the 
allegation that the right of secret ballot 
had been violated. He quoted from two 
Polish circulars and a Polish newspaper, 
which denounced persons who claimed the 
right to vote in secret as ‘‘ renegades ” and 
“ traitors,’” hostile to the régime, and 
threatened them with violence. This was 
the reason-for the sudden decredsé of 50 
per cent. in the German vote. 


GOVERNOR BLAMED. 


The Voivode (Governor) was the evil 
spirit of Upper Silesia, he said, and he 
went on to mention further cases of 
alleged ill-treatment of Germans, includ- 
ing that of a seventf-year-old man who was 
declared to have been bastinadoed (beaten 
on the soles of the feet). 

Dr. Curtius denied M. Zaleski’s sug- 
gestion that the disorders were isolated 
cases. They were, he said, nothing ‘but 
one linkin the long chain of de- 
Germanisation which had been proceeding 
since 1919. 

M. Zaleski obtained permission to 
make his second reply immediately. He 
refused to go into the secret ballot ques- 
tion, which he described as a party 
agitation, and refused also to discuss the 
circulars from which Dr. Curtius had 
quoted. They were, he said, a common 
oceurrence; he himself received quite a 
number from German sources. 

To all the complaints of ill-treatment 
of minorities he replied that they. had 
the right of resort to the Polish Supreme 
Court, where justice would be done. 

The sitting of the Council was then 
adjourned until to-morrow.

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes. to-day :—The size of the majority 
against the Government in last night's 
division on the report stage of the School 
Attendance Bill came as a “very great 
surprise to all parties in the House of 
Commons. The general expectation had 
been that the Government would just sur- 
vive the challenge which had been levelied 
against it by forty of its followers. This 
expectation was based on the assurance, 
which had been given on the previous 
evening, of solid Liberal support, coupled 
with the belief that.a considerable pro- 
portion of the forty members would not 
go into the division lobby against the 
Government. The number of Labour 
members voting against the Government 
and the number of abstentions might not 
have been so large but for the fact that 
it was known in advance that the 
Government .would not regard defeat 
on this issue as a vital matter 
involving either the withdrawal of the 
School Attendance Bill or the resignatjon 
of the Ministry. 

At the meeting of the Labour Party in 
the morning a clear indication had been 
given that the forty members were not 
satisfied with the position. The result of 
the division is that the present measure 
will not come into operation at all until a

In moving the resolution M. Briand, 
the Chairman; said that he thought they 
could be satisfied with the result they had 
attained when it was considered that the 
scheme was taking its first step. He 
added, that he had heard with great satis- 
faction Mr. Henderson’s speech on dis- 
armament at yesterday’s sitting of the 
Council. 

M. Motta (Switzerland) said that the 
proposal made by France, Germany, Great 
Britain and Italy was of the utmost value. 

Mr. Henderson congratulated the Chair- 
man on his conduct of the proceedings, 

In the course of the preceding discussion 
M. Briand proposed the setting up of a 
committee to organise procedure in the 
future. He added that it was understood 
that they would séek the collaboration oí 
the International Labour Office. 

Mr. Henderson said that he was glad fe 
hear this, and suggested that the com- 
mittee. should. consult ;; financial and 
economic experts., If they were to come 
to grips with this problem they ought to 
have information on the subject before 
the May Council. : 

The Chairman assured him that this 
would be done. 


THE ECONOMIC PROBLEM, 


The committee also carried a series of 
five resolutions making proposals for deal- 
ing with the economic problem. The most 
important—the first—laid stress on the 
necessity of remedying the agricultural 
situation without waiting for the Rome 
Wheat Conference of 1931. It called for 
an early meeting of representatives of the 
countries affected to find a means of dis- 
posing of the grain surplus at present 
available, . its .conelgsions to be put: inte 
effect without further reference to the 
committee. 

Other resolutions called for some means 
of disposing of future harvest surpluses 
and proposed the appointment of' a com- 
mittee to sss a detailed scheme of 
agricultural credits. 

Another resolution expressed apprehen- 
sion with regard to unemployment in 
Europe and the very grave consequences it 
is producing, and requested the Secretariat 
of the League to acquaint the committee 
with the results of the work it has undér- 
taken in this connection. 


TRADES DISPUTES :- 
BILL. 


THE ROOT OF THE 
MATTER. 


,In a leading article The Times to-day ob- - 
serves :—There is a simple but searching test. 
of the intention of the main provisions of the. 
Trade Disputes and Trade Unions Bill, to 
which the Government will to-day ask the 
House of Commons to give a second reading. 
The test has already been framed in a 
question, and addressed publicly to the 
Government, and, in particular, to the 
Law Officers—if the bill had been law m 
1926 would the general strike of that year 
have been legal or illegal? No answer has 
yet been given, but sooner later an 
answer must be given. 

Is it to be well understood and established 
by law that a general strike—a blow aimed 
at the whole community—is an act which the 
community will not tolerate, or is the 
protection of the Act of 1927 to be 
withdrawn, leaving the community ex- 
posed to a repetition of the events of 1926; 
if the General Council, or possibly some” 
other body so decides. That is the first 
issue raised by the bill The rights of 
trade unions are not superior to or compare - 
able with the rights of the whole community. 
It follows that the unions should not be put. 
in possession of powers which they have 
show. themselves able and willing on occa- 
sions to use against the community, with 
great injury fo its well being. 

LORD BUCKMASTER’s OPINION. |. 

No real protection is provided by the 
negative definition of an illegal strike. Lord 
Buckmaster gave the bill’ the interpretation 
of a lawyer and a judge in the letter that 
appeared in our colurtins three weeks ago. 

o him it is plain that all general: strike® 
are legalised by the bill, except those whose 
primary object is the coercion of the Govérn- 
ment, but that if a strike has not for its 
primary object the coercion of a. Govern- 
ment, this may be its secondary purpdse,. 
and the means which it may lawfally adopt 
to secure its primary ends. Moreover, na

COMPULSORY IRISH. 

The Government had not allowed them- 
selves to be led away in pursuit of the 
spectacular, though some of their achieve- 
ments were spectacular. The Shannon Scheme 
was carried through for the economic good, 
which they expected it to bring. The tariffs 
they imposed, the drainage and land im- 
provements they undertook were dictated b 
the same consideration. They made the Irish 
language compulsory in their schools and in 
the services, not ause such a course was 
likely to receive wide commendation, but 
because they regarded the Irish language as 
a national asset. They overhauled their 
legal system, not for the sake of change, but 
to make it more suitable to and beneficial 
for the people. Their contribution to roads, 
housing, rural industries, their schemes for 
speeding up the distribution of land, their 
measures for improvement of agricultural 
produce and livestock, their remissions of 
taxation, their educational programme, were 
all parts of a policy which aimed at making 
the country self-reliant and self-respected. 

_ OPPOSITION’S POLICY. 

Their opponents’ policy consisted of pro- 
posals for repudiation of international agree- 
ments and financial ¢ommitinents, and of ill- 
considered economic panaceas—all involved: 
in high-sounding phrases and rendered palat- 
able by vague expressions of unattainable 
ideals. But Fianna Fail were Jearn‘ng. 
Some of them had at last begun to realise 
and to admit in public that the State in- 
stitutions which they scorned afforded all 
the opportunity required. for *° mak- 
ing the country prosperous and ‘happy.

WORLD DEPRESSION. 

Fianna Fail had been let off too easily for 
the absurdities of its economic policy.

ssible for people like them to damage it. 

uring the last twelve months the world had 
passed through a period of economic depres- 
sion uneqhalled in history.

Mr. Michael Bermingham, Chairman, pre- 
sided at the annual meeting of the Irish Live 
Stock Exporters’. and Traders’ Association, 
which was held ir Prosperity Chambers, 
Sackville street, a-.lin, last, night. 

The Chairman said that during the past 
year the exports from the Free State 
amounted’ to 1,587,678 animals, showing an 
increase of 50.227 .cattle and 83,963 pigs, 
while sheep and horses showed a decrease of 
17.917, and -117,. respectively. _ For eleven 
months, January to November, the value of 
live stock exported amounted to £19,157,525, 
out of & total value of all exports from the 
Irish Free State of £41.125,937. The prices 
obtained for live stock during the year com- 
pared favourably with the previous year, not- 
withstanding the depressed state of trade. 


LAIRAGE AND FREIGHT CHARGES. 

During the year the Corporation of Glasgow 
intimated to the Association their intention 
of increasing the lairage charges at Merklands 
Landing Wharf for Irish cattle, and 
threatened to close down the lairage sí 
the increased charges were agreed to. e 
committee sent a deputation to Glasgow to 
confer with the Institute of Auctioneers and 
Appraisers, and other kimdred bodies. As a 
result no increase in charges had been made. 

The excessive freight charges on live stock 
was a serious handicap to those engaged in 
the trade, and demonstrated forcibly the 
necessity of an Irish mercantile marine, in- 
dependent of. foreign control. The “pen 
dues ” charged at most Irish ports by the 
shipping companies were still a source of 
very great annoyance to those engaged in the 
live stock export trade. . The continuance of 
this charge was entirely unjustifiable, and 
they must continue to press for its abolition, 

WORLD-WIDE DEPRESSION. 

The introduction of new standard charges 
on the Great Southern Railways as from the 
lst July, 1930, was the subject of special 
attention by the committee. The abolition 
of. “head rate” and the withdrawal of 
special rates and privileges was the subject 
of a deputation to the Board of Directors, 
with satisfactory results. 

Continuing, the Chairman said that, al- 
though the Irish cattle trade had passed 
through a very successful year as regards 
the number of stock exported, it did not 
follow that it was a successful year. ‘The 
price of cattle varied very much. The year 
had witnessed a wave of depression all over 
the world, and it was only natural to expect 
that a small country like Ireland would 
share in the depression. The cattle trade 
had come out of the depression as well, if 
not better, than any other trade. 


RAILWAY RATES. 

They had looked forward anxiously to the 
findings of the Railway Tribunal, but they 
had got no relief from it, and in some cases 
they were worse off than they had been. 
They were told that the railways were having 
a hard time, but the cattle trade was having 
a bad time, too, and he thought both in- 
dustries would have a worse time if the rates 
were not reduced. 

Mr. Lucy (Cork) said that the whole bone 
of contention appeared to be the charges of 
the transit of livestock by all carrying com- 
anies. There was no justification whatever 
or the charges on the Great Southern Rail- 
wey. In pre-war days they could send 
waggons of stock from Cork to Dublin for £3 
a waggon; at present it would cost £8 a 
waggon. 

Mr. W. Shaw (Dublin) said that the blame 
for the high rates should not be thrown 
altogether on the Irish railways. It was, he 
thought, up to the Government. to regulate 
road transport in such a way as to give the 
railways a chance to reduce their freights. 
It was rolbing the country to allow livestock 
on the roads when they should be carried on 
the, railways.

A YEAR OF STEADY 


PROGRESS. 
Pose Caen 


The fifth general meeting of shareholders of | 
Linenhall Public Utility Society, Ltd., was | 
held at St. Paul’s, Blackhall place, last night. | 
the Rev. E. J. Young, B.D., in the chair. 


THE REPORT. 

The report of the Committee of Manage 
ment stated that the past year had been the 
first normal year of the Society, as no public 
grants were received, ihe last of these, a 
building grant of £500. being paid in 1928. 
This made it possible in that year to tepay 
loan stock and mortgage to the amount of 
£2,260. It also made it possible to begin 1929 
with a credit balance of £890. For the wear 
1930 they. began with a credit balance of £652. 
and have paid back loan stock to the amount 
of £1,010. and have reduced the R.C.B. mort: 
gage by £300. Once more the Committee are 
able to pay 5 per cent. interest on the loan 
stock and 6 per cent. on the shares, leaving 
a credit balance for the vear of £580. 

The financial position is most satisfactory. 
and if nothing untoward happened it is antic 
pated that the Society would be wound uf in 
a very mach shorter time than was expected. 

The report went on ;—‘‘ Once more we ex- 
press the hope that the authorities in Dublin 
will do something to improve this populous 
neighbourhcod. The derelict spaces, and the 
condition of many of the overcrowded tene- 
ment houses, are a disgrace ta the city.” 


“THE OLD STORY.” 

Speaking on the report, the Rev. Chairman 
said that the society had done something to 
improve the housing in that neighbourhood. 
They had been waiting for the civic authorities 
to do something, but year after year passed 
and they had the same old story and the 
same squalid. filthy slums, with the same 
rack-renting~-people paying as much for a 
back room in 4 tenement slum as the tenants 
were paying for the society’s houses. When 
one saw the conditions that the young people 
had to live in in the slums, the wonder was 
that they were so good. They had many 
derelict sites in that neighbourhood, and also 
some of the worst tenements in places like 
Henrietta street, Coleraine street, and the 
alleys off North King street. 

He saw a notice that day in the /rish 
Times to the efiect that it was intended to 
build a huge tenement block at the back of 
the Bridewell. Not alone would that be a 
blot.on the neighbourhood, but it was really 
going back. It was not in accordance with 
the modern idea as to how the people ought 
to be housed to put them into great barracks 
like that proposed. He hoped that a protest 
would be made against the erection of such 
barracks. The whole question of the housing 
of the. poor had hitherto been treated as 
political and it was time to lift it out of 
that atmosphere. 

Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, the Rev. 8. Saunderson 
Young welcomed the announcement that the 
Government intended to introduce in the Dail 
a comprehensive Housing Dili dczline with the 
slums. 

Mr. T. Bolster seconded. 

THE ERECTION OF FLATS. 

Canon Hall, speaking to the report, said 
that he differed from the chairman. He had 
come to the conclusion that there was no 
other way of providing those who were unable 
to pay heavy rents than the. building of flats 
in the centre of the city, where the workers 
would have the minimum o. expenditure and 
inconvenience. Most of these people were of 
the casual labourer class, and they preferred 
to be in flats, where, though they had limited 
accommodation, they had minimum. outlay 
and the advantage of being near their work. 

He made a proposition to the Govern- 
ment that they should take up all the derelict 
sites in the city which had lain derelict for 


ten years, and on these sites build flats in a | 


town-planning scheme, and that in the build- 
ing of these flats the people in the condemned 
houses should be as far as possible employed.

e report stated that the Minister con- 
firmed the statement previously made to the 
deputation cn January 3rd by Mr. McCarron, 
Secretary of the Department, that no re- 
sponsibility would be accepted by the Govern- 
ment for the. provision of funds to meet any 
liabilities which had arisen or* would arise 
as a consequence of the ‘decision of the 
Supreme Court, and that this referred to the 
costs of the action as well as other liabilities. 

The Minister also intimated that it was his 
intention to introduce a bill legalising all the 
acts of the Joint Committee's predecessors, 
including the resolution of 1926, the validity 
of which was the subject matter of dispute 
in the Woods case, 


SOLICITORS’ COSTS. 

It was pointed out to the Minister that the 
solicitors for the plaintifis in the case held an 
order. for payment of their costs, and he 
advised that these costs should be forthwith 
paid by the Joint Committee, | 

It was further pointed out to the 
Minister that long prior to any contemplated 
legislation coming into force the plaintiffs 
in the Woods case and plaintiffs in similar 
actions would take steps to enforce the 
decrees of the Courts, either by mandamus 
or by orders of ‘sequestration, the conse 
quences of which to the public concerned 
would be serious. 

The members of the deputation were 
divided in their opinions as to the desira- 
bility of the proposed lIcgislation to validate 
all the acts of the Joint Committee, inclading 
the resolution of 1926, which had been de- 
Clared null and void in the Woods case.

HOUSE-BUILDING 
IN DUBLIN. 


CORPORATION AND 
CONTRACTORS. 


A resolution asking the City Manager to 
enforce the several building cortractors— 
Messrs. Crampton, Martin, Beckett. Martin 
and Keuny—who have entered into contracts 
with the Dublin Corporation for the erection 
and compietion of houses at Cabra, Marrow- 
bone lane, and Donnvearney, to proceed 
forthwith with the work on these schemes, 
in accordance with the terms of 
respective contracts, was passed unanimouslv 
at a special meeting of the Corporation held 
last night. 

At the outset the Lord Mayor, who pre- 
sided, explained that a conference that» he 
had called had adjourned that evening to 
a date to he mentioned by himself, after 
they had read and considered the shorthand 
notes of the discussion which took place 
at the conference. He hoped to be in a 
position to call this meeting in a week's 
time. In view of that, he asked if it was 
wise to go on with the discussion. 

THE RESOLUTION. 

Moving the adoption of the motion, Mr. M. 
O'Sullivan said that the tenders accepted 
were costed on the rates of wages then in 
operation, and the dispute could have been 
avoided by the contractors, who proposed to 
squeeze from the workers a substantial re- 
duction, and benefit’ themselves to the de- 
struction of one section of the ratepayers. 

Alderman T. Lawler seconded. 

Mr. C. E. McGloughlin, who explained that 
he was not at the meeting as an employers’

When the Indian Church was separated 
from the State, and started upon its indepen- 
dent existence, a very large sum of money 
was required for its endowment, as al! 
Government grants had ceased. The a 
bishops opened a fund to encourage and help 
the Indian Church in starting upon this new 
stage of its existence. Towards this fund 
the Church of Ireland promised to contribute 
£250, but on the matter being placed before 
the dioceses, a sum’of more than £600 was 
collected. In ackrowledgment of this con- 
tribution, which was considerably more than 
double what was promised, the Primate has 
received the following letter from the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury—a similar letter has 
been received by the Archbishop of Dublin :— 
**Lambeth Palace, 8.E.1. 
“4th January, 1931. 

“ My dear Archbishop,—I must give myself 
the pleasure of expressing to you my most 
cordial gratitude for the very generous 
contribution which the Church of Ireland has 
made towards the Indian Church Fund, by 
which we are endeavouring to encourage it 
as it goes forth upon this new stage in its 
journey. I am sure that the generous sym. 
pathy of the Church in [Ireland will be 
greatly appreciated. For myself, I am very 
thankful.

For a lengthy period this pong | 
was entirely successful. Golden Fleece, who 
was purchased by Mr. Parrish from his 
breeder, Mr. L. Ward, was the greatest 
‘‘money-spinner ” they had, and this most

versatile performer won, among other events, 
the Galway Plate, the Irish Cesarewitch and 
a couple of Scurry Handicaps at the Curragh. 
It would be a difficult task to enumerate all 
the big winners that have passed under the 
Crotanstown trainer’s care since those days. 
Elton, Athford and Trigo are names, however, 
that are readily recalled. Elton had won the 
Baldoyle Derby by a narrow margin, and 
afterwards was sold for a substantial sum. It 
is history how he won the Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap in the following season, starting at the 
outside odds of 100 to 1.

There is little to be said about Monday 
from Bell’s Cross—a disappointing day, with 
foxes getting to ground continually. 

A large field turned out at Doneraile on 
Tuesday. The first fox, found in the Park, 
was marked to ground. Finding again in 
Dreenagh Wood, some time was spent hunt- 
ing round the Park, but eventually reynard 
went away through Buckley’s Glen and 
straight on to Annakissa. Leaving this 
covert very quickly, he skirted Lysaght s 
gorse, and, turning left-handed, went to 
Ballyviriker. Leaving this covert on the far 
side, he bore left-handed through Crows 
Glen into Annakissa and on to Clash Wood, 
but on leaving here could only be hunted a 
few fields before scent gave out. This was 
an excellent hound hunt of over an hour and 
a half.

DR. DWYER’S REPORT 
COMMITTEE AND A 
SWORN INQUIRY.

HE Dublin Union Committee, at their 
meeting vesterday—Mrs. Kettle, Chair- 
man, presiding—had under consideration 
a report from Dr. W. C Dwyer, Resident 
Medical Superintendent, on the auditor's 
re and surcharges, which were before 
the Committee at its previous weekly 


meeting. 

Dr. , Fan referred to the surcharges in 
respect of outdoor relief, and stated that the 
surcharges had becn remitted on appeal. 

As regards the defciencies in the stores, 
the report proceeded :—The storekeeper re- 
signed at the request of the Commissioners 
hin these discrepancies were first observed 
The Resident Medical Saperintendent has. 
himself, changed the entire clerical staff 
attached to the stores. 

Having given the Committee some idea of 
the system of near ee. the institution, 
the report concluded :--‘‘ These discrepancies 
were not discovered by clerks responsible for 
checking, and no report was made, Nor can 
I see how they could trace entries on wrong 
Cates, etc.. withont reference to the con- 
tractor’s ledger. Accounts for goods charged 
in the provision check were duly certified by 
the responsible officials, submitted to Com- 
missioners and paid The arrangements now 
made should prevent a recurrence of the 
irregularities found.” 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. Condon, Clerk, read a letter from the 
storekeeper, which stated:—‘‘It was with 
great pain I read the account of the Auditor's 
report in the public Press, and I wish to 
state that when taking into account the huge 

mount of goods and rrovisions which passe: 

rough my hands each year, and owing to 
the various changes in both diets and de 
partments during “the past year, which 
affected my stock, leaving deficietcies in some 
commodities and surpluses in others, which 
[ endeavoured to balance by the exchanges as 
shown in the report I now see the error 
of this, so I shou!3 have reported the matter 
to higher authority. Cé 

“ While deploring any irregularities or 
mistakes which occurred in my department, 
í challenge anyone to impute the least dis- 
honesty to me in any of my transactions, or 
even imply that I have derived any monetary 
gain for such, during my twenty-five years’ 


service.’

Mr. Shiel said that, having heard the store.

ment to be dealt with by it.” 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D., seconded. 

The Chairman said that the Committee had 
not responsibility for what happened during 
the period of their predecessors. ‘They’ had 
to see that nothing like what was referred to 
in the auditor’s report occurred again. They 
wanted to know if all the officials under them 
were honest and trustwerthy, and were the 
contractors honest and men who had a proper 
respect for public money. The public con- 
science had been shocked by the anditor’s 
report. When an offence was committed 
under the régrime of Commissioners they 
seemed to get away with it, but public bodies 
got the odium of the public, the Press and 
the Government. She felt that the major 
responsibility rested. with the Local Govern- 
ment Department. 

Alderman Lawlor said that it was only fair 
to state that the Commissioners had 
suspended the storekeeper, and that he was 
put back by the Local Government Depart- 
ment. He thought that the Local Govern- 
ment Department had a right to explain their 
The Committee was not respon- 
sible. It was not their business. ' 

Mr. Doyle moved as an addendum to the 
amendment, “ That the report of the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent, in which steps 
are being taken to prevent a recurrence of 
such irregularities relieve to in the auditor’s 
report, be adopted.”’

for it, but if they looked at the acreage of - 
beet since the factory was started they would 
see that there was no such thing as a stam- 
ory by the farmers to grow it. The acreage 
ad fallen from 17,695 acres in 1927-28 to 
12,160 acres sn 1929-30. The farmers should 
refuse to sign any contracts until the price 
was fixed, and they should all stand together 
in that decision. 

A resolution was passed instructing the 
executive of the Beet Growers’ Association 
to demand 50s. a ton as the price for the 
coming contracts. 

The price for the last two years was 46s. 
per ton, and the reason given by Mr. J, 
O'Shea, who proposed the resolution, was 
that the Railway Tribunal had increased. the 
freightage on the beet to be delivered after 
this season.

'A MISSING £50 RING. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) " 

Hugh O'Reilly was charged with breaking 
into the shop of James O'Neill, Camden 
street, Dablin, on 16th August, 1929, and 
stealing £9 10s. 9d. On a second count he 
was charged with breaking into the house 
of Norah Callanan, Frankfort avenue, Rath- 
gar, and stealing two gold rings; and on 
a third count he was charged with receiving 
a gold ring, knowing it to have been stolen.

CAUSE OF TRADE 
DEPRESSION.

AMERICAN FINANCIAL METHODS. 


The Right Hon. Reginald McKenna 
(chairman), presiding at the ordinary general 
meeting of the Midland Bank im London 
yesterday, reviewed the present world trade 
He reterred to the lack of con- 
fidence with regard to buying, which resulted 
in decreased production. One of the causes 
of economic troubles in the world, he said, 
was that the public had not yet recovered 
the reaction from the American stock 
market collapse. 


THE GCLD STANDARD. 

“The gold standard,” he said, ' has not 
been working as might have been anticipated 
from a study of pre-war practice, and the 
question naturally arises whether in the new 
conditions it is possible for central banks to 
prevent such a precipitous fall in the price 
level as that of the last eighteen months.”’ 

Speaking on the American financial crisis, 
Mr. McKenna said: ‘it has long been the 
custom to give an unqualified blessing to 
thrift, mainly on the grounds of personal 
discipline and the due recognition of responsi- 
bilities. Whatever blessings thrift may 
confer, however, on the individual, there 
are times when, judged by the interests of 
general economic welfare, it may be carried 
lo excess. 
United States the expenditure of the 
American ple on consumption is less than 
is required to keep the existing business 
organisation going, and below what their 
earnings would justify.”’ 


CAUSES OF ECONOMIC TROUBLES. 


Mr. McKenna ascribed the economic 
troubles of the world to three main causes : 
‘* First, we are suffering from maldistribution 
of gold, due to the relative inability or un- 
willingness of creditor countries to lend to 
debtor countries. Secondly, the public has 
not yet recovered from the reaction from the 
American stock market collapse ; and, thirdly, 
we are still feeling the efiects of the long 
period of deflation in this country.” 

After pointing out that there had been 
a prolonged tendency for money to accumulate 
as time deposits with the banks, Mr. 
McKenna anid “The crisis is one of under- 
consumption. Until sufficient confidence has 
returned to stimulate buying, stocks of goods 
are not likely to dwindle nor production to 
increase. A marked revival of confidence is 
unlikely nntil prices show a tendency to 
We shall see an end to the growth 
of unémployment and business losses when 
the recent trend of prices is arrested and 
reversed.”

152,000 TONS OF BEET. 
As regards the 1930 crop of beet in the 
‘2eystzes Ajeuiesjxe peaoad sey 4 “97079 sag 
tory. In spite of unfavourable weather there 
Lave been beet crops ranging up to 20 tons 
per acre, with a sugar content ranging up to 
20 per cent. The average yield has worked 
out at 11{ tons per acre factory weight, while 
the sugar content averages round 173 per 
cent. y the finish of the manufacturing 
season, the Carlow factory expect to have 
handled close on 152,900 tons of beet containing 
174 per cent. sugar. In a season like the past 


They had one crop for which they were cer- 
tain of a price, and the average value of beet 
per ton was 5ls., or £29 13s. per acre. Their 
difficulty was that, owing to the late season, 
they were not finished the harvest work when 
they had to start lifting the beet, and conse- 
quently had to employ more labour for a 
longer period than usual. Its cash value did 
not, however, exhaust the advantages of the 
beet crop, as many growers, realising the 
value of the tops for stockfeeding, fed them 
with considerable success. One grower turned 
400 ewes on to 50 acres of tops for eight 
weeks, and found. that they did well—the 
procedure being to leave them on grass at 
night and turn them on to the beet tops every 
morning. I-learn that there has also been a 
more general use of molasses pulp, due to a 
better appreciation of its value for feeding 
purposes, and to the fact that the price was 
attractive. The quantity exported was not 
so great as in previous years. 

The present sugar manufacturing season 
will end about the first week in February, 
and the company are well pleased with the 
manner in which the growers responded to 
their call for regular supplies. Since the 
campaign opened last autumn continuous 
streams of vehicles by rail, road, and canal 
have been reaching the Carlow factory, a 
feature of the road transport being the large 
number of tractors and trailers in use. 


BEET-GROWERS’ VIEWPOINT. 

When I questioned Mr. Fahey, Secretary, 
Mr. John Greene, Colonel Fagan, and other 
members of the Irish Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion Executive, I was told that the depressed 
state of the sugar market was hardly an ade- 
quate reason for not starting negotiations for 
next season s campaign. In their opinion 
negotiations might easily have been started 
on the basis of present prices, with an 
allowance for any advance that might occur 
in the sugar price, and regulating the price 
of beet accordingly. Mr. Greene stated 
that, to the Carlow factory, the price of 
sugar was really a very small matter. They 
received a subsidy of £22 10s. per ton of 
sugar, while the current market price of 
raw sugar was £7 10s. ‘The chief factor 
that controls the price of beet is the amount 
of assistance which the factory receives in 
the form of subsidy. For that reason the 
unsettled state of the sugar market is not 
regarded as a sufficient reason for failing te 
fix prices. 

“We are of opinion, ” said Mr. Greene, 
‘that the company are in a position to give 
as good a price as last year, and if it were 
not that the sugar market is so depressed, 
growers would have reason to expect ‘prices 
greatly in excess of those prevailing during 
the season now finishing.” 


EXCESS PRODUCE. 


At a meeting of the Executive of the 
Beet Growers’ Association, held yesterday, 
the position of growers who exceeded their 
contracted acreage of beet was considered. 
This excess produce was held up by the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company, and 
the Growers’ Association, in an official state- 
ment, regrets that these growers did not 
confine themselves to their contract, and 
states that ‘‘ it is not in a position to take 
any action in the matter.” The factory is 
now offering them 35s. per ton basic price 
for their surplus beet, if such growers care 
to deliver it. The Growers’ Association 
wishes to make it clear that this price, 
which represents a cut of Lls., is being 
offered so as to deter growers from exceed- 
ing their contracts in future, and must not 
be regarded as representing the true value 
of beet. 

** Growers,’” adds the statement, ‘‘ should 
ba aware of the circamstances which will 
operate for next season’s crop: that £54,000 
more will be paid by the State in the form 
of cash subsidy than has been paid during 
the present and last campaign. (This 
amounts to about 8s. per ton of beet.) 

“This is most opportune, as it counter- 
acts the depressed state of the sugar market. 
We take this opportunity to make this 
perfectly clear, lest growers might be in- 
clined to think that tha price offered for the 
produce of excess acreage was indicative of 
the value of beet, whereas it has no bearing 
whatever on the matter.”’
